: MAKING GOOD ROADS BY 


BURNING UP POOR ONES 


"Gumbo*' Roads After Being Fired 


Make Excellent Thoroughfares. 


Blazim; a trail of Rood road's through 


Uie ^oiith Is not a (isure of speech, but 
an actuality, for many mile* of flood 
roads are bein^ made by sotting; lire to 
poor ones, the re->«it betas what is. 
kiiimu as a baked clay road. 


There are no poorer roads in nil the 


United States than the "jcumbv'" ro.uK 
Of the south, finnibo beintr the name 
given a certain liiud of iuud or clnj 
that is particularly sticky, clinu.- tena- 
csoiij-ly, Neeiuj. to have no bottom ant! 
win not support any wc-isrhf. Uuuibo. 
however, contains a Inrse pervenJajri 
of organic m.uter which will burn 
when dry. and as a result a road of 
this material properly prepared and ser 
on fire emerges from tbe fiery ordeal 
as a perfectly good road aud OIH-. more- 
over, that stays so for a considerable 
period of time. 


Tbe process* of converting a fniinbo 


road into baked clay beirins by plowiiis 
up the roadway and making dilchc-s on 
tbe sides. Cordwood b- laid in a .sort 
of flooring across the furrows which 
run crosswise of the road. Great lumps 
of sticky gumbo arc sprcnd over this 
floor, alon;^ with more wood loosely 
strewn about. Then a «ecoud tloor of 
wood is laid and the whole covered 
with Kumbv. tamped and rounded off. 
Fire is now set to the ro:id. and the 
flames nisbiiiK through the fuirows. 
which serve ns flues, icnite the wood. 
After the he-it ha^ driven the water 
out of the cumbo tbi> too. ipnitp-s. and 
the actual cooking process is In full 
swing.

the gumbo." says C. H Claurly in Mo 
tor.
